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Why Give Away TV Channels? 


The award of Miami TV Channel 10 to 


Public Service Television, Inc.. a subsidiary 
of National Airlines, has held the atten- 
tion of the nation for weeks because of the 
great effort made by the contending appli- 
cants to secure the right to broadcast on this 
channel. There has been testimony which 
Chairman Harris of the House committee 
interprets as indicating the illegal payment 
of money to influence the vote of an FCC 
commissioner. 


There have been strong pressures by 


contending parties for almost all channels 
because the right to operate a TV channel 
is valuable, and it is a right that is given 
without charge to the applicant selected 
by the commission as the most suitable. 
*~ No one has ever been able to figure out 


~~any logical basis for such awards. News- 
."„.-papers applying for TV channels have, on 
;.' occasion, been denied the award on the 


r. ground that the commission opposes a 
- -monopoly on the distribution of information 


'<•* in a community. On the other -hand it is 
i^easy to point to powerful newspapers which 


own radio stations and operate TV stations 
on the choicest channels. 


It is just as easy to find applicants who 


were refused TV channels because they 
couldn't show that there would be sufficient 
management participation in the operation 


^ of the station, even though the applicants 
^-•were active participants in all of the af- 
fairs of the community in question. On the 
Bother hand the commission often has 


handed out choice TV channels to appli- 
cants who were not even residents of the 
community in which the channel was to 
operate. 


It has long been apparent that the FCC 


^has been lost in its own verbiage. The 
"---'House committee hearings now in progress 


have confirmed the opinion. One reason for 
the commission's bewilderment is that it 
has been called on to do something very dif- 
ficult if not in. fact impossible. That is to 
give away, on a fair basis, things of great 
value. 


Frederick 
Othman, a n e w s p a p e r 


columnist, has challenged the present poli- 
cy of giving away rights to TV channels. 
He points out that TV channels given' away 
by the government have later been sold for 
as much as $10 million. Others in smaller 
communities are worth less, but he esti- 
mates the average might well be as high 
as $2 million. 


He points out that government lands 


may be leased for grazing, the privilege of 
cutting timber in government forests goes 
to the high bidder, and of course other 
property which the government owns or 
controls may be let out under other ar- 
rangements but always for a price. Why 
then do we give away TV and radio chan- 
nels? 


Consider the position of the commission- 


ers when three apply for a channel like 
No. 10 at Miami, estimated to be worth $5 
million. Perhaps all three applicants are 
well qualified to receive this valuable privi- 
lege: in that case a commissioner can jus- 
tify his vote for any one of the applicants. 
Why, 
then, should he not select one for 


personal reasons? What chance does the 
fellow have who is qualified but who has 
no personal contact with a commissioner 
and would not seek one? He is out of luck 
if another applicant knows a friend of a 
commissioner or one who is making a com- 
missioner private loans. A commissioner 
who is short of funds must surely be vul- 
nerable to the approach of clever people 
who find ways of doing him favors. 


Conservation -An Accounting 


It is customary in the field of conserva- 


tion to-pause at specified intervals for an 
accounting of activities and accomplish- 
ments. 


Today the Post-Crescent publishes for 


the twenty-first time a sportsman's tabloid 
devoted exclusively to news of the outdoors 
— more specifically, Wisconsin's outdoors. 


-Conservation in Wisconsin is a million- 


dollar business and the resulting tourist 
industry, of course,' is a multi-million dol- 
lar undertaking which has a marked effect 
on the state's economy. 


Thus, conservation accounting 
which 


„ might be made today upon publication of 
the sportsman's section would list in meas- 
ured terms the dollars collected, dollars 
: spent, fingerlings planted, forest acres 


burned, new trees planted, etc. 


There are, however, certain intangibles 


upon which no dollar value can be placed 
but which, most certainly,- add immeasura- 
bly to the wealth of the state. 


We know, for instance, that a certain 


number of persons purchased, fishing li- 
censes in Wisconsin last^year. But how can 
we measure the hours of pleasure each 
fisherman enjoyed as a result of his license? 


What is the value, for instance, of a 


sunset as viewed from the shore of a tree- 
lined, pine-scented lake? What is the worth 


walk in the woods, a breath of spring- 


spiked air, the feel of soft, green grass un- 
derfoot or the flight of a" bird in the sky? 


There is no summary to be made of 


these physical things; yet they may have 
the greatest influence on the successes 
which ordinarily are measured in terms of 
dollars, numbers or miles. 


The fisherman, when he flicks a fly into 


a foamy, snow-fed stream, isn't thinking of 
the hard, itemized columns which tell him 
he's living in a richly-endowed region. 
When his' rod "arcs and the line zings 
through the water and he feels sharply the 
thud of a striking trout, he'll not look 
quickly backward to statistics, facts or 
figures which, totaled, say Wisconsin is won- 
derful. 


But alone*and in the quiet solitude of 


memory he'll return to that stream a thou- 
sand times and it is upon such intangibles 
that the great story of Wisconsin conserva- 
tion is written. 


Any accounting then must include those 


things which can't be reduced to dollar 
signs or other symbols denoting success in 
the field of conservation. 


The summary must contain the intangi- 


bles — the little things in our great store 
of natural resources which make a man re- 
turn, again and again, to the fields and 
streams 'and forests. For these are the 
things which will be remembered. 


Rep. Reuss Fails in Court 


Judge F. Dickinson Letts, of the U. S. 


„ District Court in Washington, has dismissed 
a suit by Rep. Reuss of Milwaukee to com- 
pel Secy, of Agriculture Benson to accept 
'•Reuss' interpretation of an amendment to 
the soil bank law. 


Rep. Reuss is the author of an amend- 


ment to the soil bank reserve section of the 
law limiting the soil bank acreage payments 
to $3,000 to any producer. The department 
of agriculture attorneys interpreted the 
amendment to mean that S3.000 might be 
paid to any one farm: thus an individual or 
corporation owning three farms would get 
payments up to $9.000. Rep. Reuss claimed 
the department had kidnaped his brain child 
and he went into court demanding that the 
payments be limited to $3.000 to any one 
person. 


The court dismissed the case holding 


that Reuss had no standing to sue the sec- 
retary of agriculture. Decisions were cited 
to show that merely being a taxpayer does 
not give standing to bar the spending of 
federal funds, and furthermore the court

said that Reuss by indirection sought to 
sue the United States which had not con- 
sented to be sued. 


No doubt those are good sound legal rea- 


sons for dismissing the suit, but there are 
.other reasons having nothing to do with the 
legality of the action which are better rea- 
sons why it should have failed. The $3,000 
limitation on soil bank payments is nothing 
more than a confession that Congress wants 
a political dole and not a conservation act 
U the government wants acres taken out of 
production what difference does it make 
whether one farmer takes out 100 acres or 
two farmers each take out 50 acres? 


On the other hand if Rep. Reuss wants 


the limitation applied to individuals or 
corporations instead of farms, why doesn't 
he write a law staling that fact in clear and 
unmistakable terms? His suit made it ap- 
pear that he was asking the court to write 
an order stating a condition which he had 
been unable to write into law. If all con- 
gressmen should go to court to find out 
what they have written into the laws, the 
courts would soon be overworked.

They looked 
like politicians putting on an 
act, but not a good act. Pres- 
ident Eisenhower is stage- 
minded by Robert Montgom- 
ery who in his day was a 
pretty good actor in the mo- 
vies. However, the president 
has a figure and a face that 
lend themselves to 
tele- 


vision. 


That cannot be said of 


David Dubinsky. the dress- 
makers' leader, who is short 
and dumpy and who gets 
hoarse too easily. I heard 
him say some words on tele- 
vision, stirring his minions 
to strike. The words sounded 
to me. through his hoarse- 
ness and accent to be, "we 
ain't rusty." 


Dominates Bosses 


Presuming 
that that is 


what he said. I was not puz- 
zled by the remark, for the 
I.L.G.W. is a very rich un- 
ion, worth about $200,000.000 
in various assets. It has had 
no strike in 25 years. Dubin- 
sky dominating this industry 
completely 
not so much 


through his control of labor 
as by his control of the 
bosses. This was accomplish- 
ed during the depression 
years, when Franklin D. 
Roosevelt was in office. 


Dubinsky "s advantage was 


twofold: 


First dressmaking is a 


marginal industry, involving 
a great many employers who 
possess small capital. Most 
of these employers are for- 
mer workers, members of 
the union. When and if they 
go broke, they must expect 
to go back to work wiih a 
union card. The relations, 
therefore, between employ- 
ers and union leaders arc 
unusually cordial. 


Secondly, during the very 


bad years, the union was 
ab'c to lend the bosses mon- 
ey to keep them in business. 
This has paid off in a quarter 
of a century of industrial 
peace. 


However, one of tnc basic 


troubles in this industry is 
that many old-time racket- 
eers, particularly some of 
the boys of Murder, Inc., 
have invested their money in 
it and such people are al- 
ways in a hurry for profits. 
As New York City, the cen- 
ter of the industry, is noi too 
pleasant for the old associ- 


ates of Lepke and Gurrah. 
they have established their 
factories out-of-town, prin- 
cipally in Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut. The Pennsyl- 
v a n i a manufacturers are 
able to undersell the New 
York manufacturers in a de- 
clining market. 


This can disrupt any labor 


situation and Dubinsky has 
met it with a strike. • 


Another factor that enters 


this picture is the changing 
racial composition of the 
work force in this industry. 
It used to be the outstanding 
trade of the newer Jewish 
immigrants f r o m eastern 
and southern Europe. Now 
the work force is Italian. 
Greek, Puerto Rican and 
Negro. Italian and Spanish 
have replaced Yiddish as the 
trade language. But the un- 
ion leadership remains, with 
few exceptians, Jewish. 


Old Socialists 


The leadership, 
in fact, 


w a s recruited principally 
from the old Socialist party 
of Eugene V. Debs and.Mor- 
ris Hillquit. It is violently 
anti-communist a n d h a s 
driven the communist out of 
its unions. It has fought the 
communists in every part of 
the world, using union funds 
for that purpose. 


While they were doing this 


grand international job, the 
character of their working 
force changed and a wjde 
separation in thought, lan- 
guage and motive developed 
between the leadership and 
the rank and file. Whereas 
Dubinsky is highly respected 
as a good citizen, who is on 
intimate terms with such 
people as Nelson Rockefel- 
ler, Governor Harriman and 
Mayor Wagner, wages in 
this industry are still low 
and * seasonal shifts plague 
the worker. It is a marginal 
industry. 


Nobody wishes to crack 


Dubinsky's u n i o n because 
nobody wants the racketeers 
to come into the shops again. 
That is the alternative. A 
union treasury of $200,000,000 
is mighty inviting to the 
crooks and because of the 
character of employment in 
this industry, it is a natural 
for the racketeer and the 
crook. Therefore, the em- 
ployers as well as the labor 
leaders understand that this 
is essentially a strike to 
strengthen the control of the 
labor leaders over their own 
union. 


There ought to be a more 


orderly way to achieve ob- 
jectives of this kind than the 
ridiculous strike -with tele- 
vision coverage.

10 Years in Appleton 
Anthony Bacich Ends 17-Year Career 
As School AAusic Teacher in June

When Anthony Bacich, direc- 


tor of Appleton High school or- 
chestra, puts aside his baton in 
June to enter a business career, 
he will end 17 years as a school 
music master. 


He came to Appleton in 1948 


as an instrumental music coor- 
dinator for the public schools. 
Then, as now, his music work 
with the high school orchestra 
was but a part of his job.-He 
teaches in junior high and ele- 
mentary schools of the city as 
well as in high school. He has 
seen the m u s i c department 
grow from 30 students 10 years 
ago to its present enrollment of 
o^er 200 students. 


Bacich estimates that during 


his career as a schoolman he 
has taught instrumental music 
to about 6,500 students. 


He holds bachelor of music 


and master of arts degree's 
from the University of Wiscon- 
sin. His first job was an ad- 
ministrative one with the feder- 
al music project in the state 
when he became a district mu- 
sic' supervisor in northwestern 
Wisconsin in 1941. It was during 
these years that he brought mu- 
sic as a study to many schools 
in Douglas county for the first 
time. His work primarily was to 
set up symphony orchestras 
and bands in communities in 
the area and to teach music in 
elementary and high schools 
there. 


Wide Background 


Although Bacich primarily is 


a string instrument man with 
his own personal interest and 
accomplishment in the violin, 
his background training and 
work indicates a much wider 
scope. Before coming to Apple- 
ton he taught both band and or- 
chestra students at the high 
school in Wisconsin Dells. 


He even has had a fling as a 


dance band musician, practical- 
ly tooting his way through high 
school and college on clarinet 
and saxophone. It was while he 
was what he calls a "hopper of 
the 1930s" that he met and mar- 
ried his wife. Agnes, who was 
the jazz pianist with the band. 
During his college years, he ap- 
peared in the University of Wis- 
consin Haresfoot orchestra and 
was a member of a university 
dance band that broadcast over 
radio station WHA. ' 
, Creative m u s i c is another 
facet of Bacich's ability, known 
best by his own students and 
others in the school music field. 


He has c o m p o s e d many 


works, both published and un- 
published. Former and present 
AHS orchestra students are fa- 
miliar with -several of these, 
created to help them overcome 
a specific musical problem or to 
develop various techniques of 
symphony work. Unlike many 
teachers, Bacich works on the 
theory that the best way to 
tackle a musical problem is to 
sit down and write a melodic

Only practice and patience 


can determine the be"st trolling 
rig for the type of fish you're ( 
after and the body of water j 
you're fishing. You'll also find it 
necessary to vary your methods 
according to the time of day, 
and time of year. Trolling, likej 
other fishing methods, requires 
study and experimentation. . ..

check your spark plugs for 
heavy carbon deposits which 
sometimes develop when a mo- 
tor is run at low speeds for long 
intervals. Cleaning the plugs 'is 


a simple, easy chore that may 
save you motor trouble when 
on the water. If your plugs 
show signs of excessive fouling, 
ask your dealer for plugs with a 
"hotter" spark. 


And be sure to always keep a 


sharp lookout to be sure you 
are not heading for another 
boat and that your, cour.se won't

lakes on the Chain or-take a 
stand in the clear Crystal riv- 
er in anticipation of netting a 
big German brown. 


Be it summer or winter, pan 


fishermen will find every coun- 
ty lake abounding with blue- 
gills and crappies for an active 
fly rodding day. 


And the big ones are there 


also — the Wolf river attracts 
thousands of persons for the 
spring pike run and the Chain 
abounds with northerns, wall- 
eyes, German browns and a 
smattering of muskies. Stur- 
geon fishermen will find Lake 
Poygan attractive. 


Canoe enthusiasts can start 


their trip on Taylor lake at the 
Chain, cruise through placid 
lake waters and into the rush- 
ing spring currents of the Crys- 
tal river. With a portage at 
Weyauwega, the trip can be 


made from Waupaca to Apple- 
ton. 


.With the advent of fall, guns 


are taken from the racks and 
the dense brush, corn fields and 
swampy grasslands become the 
haunt of pheasant hunters from 
miles around. 


Birds are stocked annually to 


aid and increase ' the natural 
population.

of fish per acre, don't be too 
hasty in reaching for your fish- 
ing tackle. The bulk of the fish 
might be carp, garfish, or

Although float fishing is not a 


new way to take fish, the out- 
board has brought a new popu- 
larity to the sport because it 
enables the angler to cover 
more water on each trip, to 
take a wider and more com- 
plete selection of fishing gear 
with him and to fish hard-to- 
reach areas that are almost in- 
accessible to the wading sports- 
man. 


Shallow Draft 


A square-bowed John

favorite of most float fisher- 
men. Gear used in float fish- 
ing ranges from the traditional 
cane-p o 1 e-and-worm, through 
fly and bait casting equipment 
to the newest in spinning out- 
fits. Floating leisurely along on 
the current, the float fisherman 
studies the river for 
likely- 


looking spots with a selection of 
different rigs set up and ready 
for action. 
He 
changes his 


methods of fishing — from fly 
to bait casting, for example — 
as the situation warrants. The 
fact that you can adapt your 
gear to changing river condi- 
tions is one of the main rea- 
sons for the growth in popular- 
ity of float fishing. 


Surf casters along the Atlan- 


tic coast are also taking to out- 
boards in increasing numbers. 
They have found that the strip- 
er bass, their favorite quarry, 
likes to station himself just out- 
side offshore breakers or near 
openings to sheltered areas 
where lie can food on smaller 
fish driven there by turbulent 


waters, frequently, just beyond 
range of the shore-bound surf 
caster. 


In an outboard—generally a 


12 to 16-footer with all 
the 


horsepower it can handle—the 
striper fisherman can move out 
beyond the breakers where he 


moves parallel to the shore and 
casts of trolls for schooled bass.

Ramp Jumping One of Hardest 
Phases in Water Ski Riding 


After the water skier has 


mastered the three basic ma- 
neuvers of getting underway, 
crossing the wake and single 
ski riding, he is ready to grad- 
uate to competitive phases of 
the sport — ramp jumping, 
trick riding and the slalom. The 
American Water Ski associa- 
tion, national headquarters for 
the fast-growing sport, offers 
the following tips for skiers who 
are planning their first trip 
over the ramp: 


Before attempting a ramp 


jump, practice wake jumping. 
Approach the wake of your tow 
boat as close to a right angle 
•e possible with your 
legs 


slightly 
bent, 
your a r m s 


leaning slightly forward. Just 
before you reach the crest of 
the wake, spring upward. This 
preliminary practice will help 
to perfect your timing, help you 
learn to control your skis in 
flight and strengthen leg mus- 
cles. 


Wake Jumping: 


After 
you have perfected 


your 
wake 
jumping 
form 


you're ready to try the ramp. 
Veteran skiers recommend that 
you start learning to jump with 
the ramp set at 3 or 4 feet. Be 
sure the ramp is well waxed 
•nd that the first 2 to 4 feet 
•re under water. If possible, 
have the ramp wet down be- 
fore each jump to reduce the 
drag on your skis. 


Beginners are 
advised to 


make a 100 yard approach to 
the ramp at 20 to 25 miles per 
hour. Stay inside the wake o 
the tow boat until you are some 
75 feet from the ramp; then cut 
through the wake and head for 
the lower left end of the ramp

• slight crouch with shoulders, 
knees and toes in line with the 
tow rope.

Just as you leave 
the end of the ramp, make a 
quick, short leap upward and 
outward. The speed at which 
you are traveling, the angle of 
the ramp, the effort you put in- 
to your jump and timing your 
leap at the precise moment you 
leave the end of the ramp are 
the important factors in deter- 
mining the distance of your 
jump. 


The boat driver also plays an 


important role in succsesful 
water ski jumping. The tow 
boat should make a straight 
approach to the ramp of at 
least 100 feet. Pass the ramp 
about 15 feet to the right, being 
sure to hold steady your speed 
and course. As the boat comes 
abreast of the ramp, veer very
